The building known as the East Bridgewater Public Library 
was given to the town of East Bridgewater by Cyrus 
Washburn. Mr. Washburn was born in East Bridgewater on 
November 6, 1812 and lived in town until he moved to South 
Weymouth to start his own contracting and building 
business. He later resided in Wellsley Hills. The success 
of his business prompted him with the desire to return 
something to the town where he was born, and thus, a 
library building was proposed. 


The structure was begun in 1896, completed in 1897 and 
located on the site of the old Catholic church. The 
original structure was 35 feet by 65 feet, with a tower on 
the northeast corner. The main entrance led to the 14 by 16 
foot general delivery room, located in the center of the 
building. The reading room was on the front overlooking the 
street. The 31 by 45 foot stack room was in the back of the 
building. The trustee’s room, 14 by 15 feet, was located to 
the right of the delivery room and the librarian’s room was 
located on the left. Gallaries were upstairs on either side 
of stack room, accessible by an iron spiral staircase. A 
small room over the tower served as office space. 


Additions and renovations to the building have been 
accomplished over the years and in 1972 land adjacient to 
the library was purchased. This purchase allowed for the 
construction of a 9,760 square foot addition which provided 
a community room, air conditioning, new adult book 
shelving, another reading room/study area, an elevator and 
increased storage facilities.

PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY 
March 5, 1996 


The Presidential Primary was held on Tuesday, March 5, 1996 at the East Bridgewater 
Middle School under a Warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated February 5, 1996. The 
polls were open from 7:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. Specimen ballots, penalty and instruction 
cards were posted, and all requirements of the law were observed. 


This Primary was the first election that the new AccuVote 2000 voting system was 
implemented. Wardens from each precinct received 1200 Democrat, 1200 Republican and 
25 Libertarian ballots and receipts for same were obtained. Ballot boxes were inspected 
by the Warden and ‘Clerk of each Precinct and found to be empty and tabulators registered 
at zero. The keys to the ballot boxes and tabulators were given to the police officer 
on duty.

Alexander, R; Clerk Cynthia Hynes, D; Inspectors Evelyn Pittsley, D; William Black, R; 
Elaine Bachman, R; and Fred Chapman, D. 


There was a total of one thousand nine (1009) voters, eight hundred (800) Republicans, 
two hundred eight (208) Democrats and one (1) Libertarian.

We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, Massachusetts as of and for the year ended June 30, 1996, and have issued 
our report thereon, which was qualified in one respect, dated August 27, 1996. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards; 
iti , issued by the Comptroller General of the United States;

Governments". Those standards and OMB Circular A-128 require that we plan and perform the 
audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general purpose financial statements 
are free of material misstatement.

The Board of Selectmen is pleased to report the 
accomplishments of 1996. Many initiatives of the Board were 
completed, several of which will benefit the Town for many 
years to come. 


The Board completed negotiations creating a Regional Dog 
shelter with West Bridgewater, Bridgewater and Halifax. 
this shelter, located at Cam-Belle’s Country Inn for Pets, 
is an outstanding example of a public/private partnership. 
The shelter provides high quality care for the animals, and 
has also been cost effective for the Town. 


The Board of Selectmen accepted the resignation of Fire 
Chief Peter Watson. Chief Watson served the Town for over 
twenty years in our Fire Department, and the Board wishes 
Peter well in his future endeavors. 


The Board of Selectmen, along with the Building Inspector 
and Town Counsel, drafted an Adult Entertainment By-Law, 
which was approved by the Planning Board and Town Meeting 
in the spring. This By-Law enables the Town to regulate the 
location of these types of businesses. these businesses 
have been shown to be linked with other criminal behavior, 
and this By-Law will help to preserve the character of East 
Bridgewater. 


Tyler W. Blanchard was appointed Veterans’ Agent by the 
board in April. We are confident that Tyler will continue 
in the tradition established by the late Phil Carey in 
providing our veterans with outstanding service. 


Irena Swartz left the Board of Selectmen in 1996, and we 
would like to express our gratitude to Irena for her years 
of service, her honesty and candor, and her tireless 
dedication to the people of East Bridgewater. Irena will 
always be known for her willingness to listen to the 
concerns of our citizens, and she never failed to follow up 
on those concerns. The Board would like to thank Irena for 
her service, and wish her and her family the best in the 
coming years. 


The Board welcomed new member Anthony Costello in 1996, and 
look forward to his continued participation in the business 
before the Board. -87- 


The Board appointed seven members to serve on the Economic 
Development Industrial Committee. The EDIC was created b 
town Meeting vote, and will be a key in continuing the 
Board’s goal of fostering commercial and industrial 
development. 


For the first time, the Board contracted with Outlook EAP 
to provide our staff with an employee assistance program. 
The employee assistance program is a key tool in personnel 
management, and this program proved very effective in 
dealing with several difficult issues that occurred in 
1996. 


The Board drafted and negotiated a Town Drug and Alcohol 
Abuse Policy. This policy will help to ensure that we 
maintain a safe working atmosphere for our employees, as 
well as protecting the public safety. 


Ryon Pratt, a life long resident of East Bridgewater, was 
appointed Fire Chief. Chief Pratt has made great strides in 
the areas of labor relations, department morale, budget 
control, and was successful in his effort to modernize 
apparatus in the Fire Department. We congratulate the chief 
and his staff for a job well done. 


A Computer Study Committee was created by the Board this 
year to begin to formulate a long term technology plan for 
the Town Offices. The Board is pleased to report that a 
number of highly qualified individuals stepped forward and 
will serve on this committee. 


The Board of Selectmen is very pleased to report on the 
vastly improved financial condition of the Town. The Town 
of East Bridgewater was faced with a fiscal crisis due to 
the loss of revenues from the closure of the BFI landfill. 
The Town’s key financial officers and boards developed a 
consensus budget that enabled us to avert laying off staff, 
and provide the level of service necessary to our citizens. 


For the first time in several years, the Town Accountant 
has reported a significant surplus in Free Cash. The Board 
of Selectmen, for the past three years, has promoted a 
policy of conservative revenue projections, aggressive tax 
collection, strict budgetary controls, and most 
importantly, teamwork within the various financial offices 
of Town government.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


The year 1996 was a busy year that brought many changes to 
this department. We responded to 1,469 emergency calls. 
Ambulance and motor vehicle accidents accounted for a total 
of 978 responses. Fire, Rescue and other public service 
calls were 491. 


On September 9, 1996 at a Special Town Meeting our 
residents supported this department in a number of ways. 
Articles were approved to allow for replacement of 
deteriorated fire apparatus, out dated two way radio 
equipment, new self contained breathing equipment and fire 
protective clothing for firefighters. 


The members of this department are deeply appreciative of 
the confidence our citizens displayed to us that evening. 
The department will be good stewards of that trust. 


Some of the projects undertaken by the firefighters have 
been the remodeling of the fire station interior, 
assistance in the skating rink construction behind the 
station and the valued assistance they have provided in the 
development of specifications for the newly purchased 
apparatus and equipment. Large portions of their time in 
these efforts were donated by the firefighters. 


Perhaps the largest task that is being accomplished is the 
training that many of the firefighters have undertaken at 
their own expense to accomplish their professional 
upgrading to the Advanced Life Support level. This 
commitment to the town on their part should not go 
unrecognized.

Citizens are reminded that the department continues to 


offer a blood pressure clinic seven days a week on a walk- 


in basis. We will gladly assist any resident in smoke 
detector placement and home fire safety information. The 
department remains committee to fire prevention. Classes 
fire safety are on a continuing basis for Central School 
students.

With the revisions of Title V, State Sanitary Code, the 
upgrade of Soil Absorption Systems have increased 
tremendously. the percentage of failures, due to this 
change in regulations, is approximately 50%. funding will 
be available by early Spring, for those homeowners who 
qualify. 


Health Agent, William Burke, continues to be busy with 
Restaurant, Convenience Store, Recreational Sites and 
Campground inspections. These inspections are on a monthly 
basis to ensure compliance with State and local Codes. 
Repairs and new construction are also monitored by the 
Health Agent and/or Consulting Engineer. 


The Recycling Center is located at the site of the Bridge 
Street landfill. the Center is opened on Saturdays only,

The staff of the 
Home Health Agency are still with this satellite office. The 
excellent services provided by our Nurses, Home Health 
Aides, Therapists will continue.

This clinic provides a checkup to 
a child’s favorite doll or stuffed animal, showing them that 
medical care and a trip to the doctors is not something to 
be feared.

will be helping with a program and screening for prostrate 
cancer to all area residents.

In addition to the designated responsibilities, the Council 
is concerned with a wide variety of areawide and inter- 
municipal concerns as they pertain to the development of the 
Planning District. The Council also assists its member 
municipalities with technical planning assistance, grant 
application preparation assistance and with information on 
local and regional trends by maintaining current socio- 
economic information. Each member community of the Council 
is represented by one delegate and one alternate member. The 
Council members establish policy, develop the work program, 
and employ and oversee the activities of the professional 
staff. The Council meets on the last Wednesday of each month 
at 7:30 p.m. in the OCPC offices located at 70 School 
Street, Brockton, MA. 
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In 1996, the council re-elected John G. Mather of Halifax as 
President of OCPC; Eldon F. Moreira of West Bridgewater as 
Council Secretary; and Joseph P. Landolfi of Stoughton as 
Council Treasurer. Daniel M. Crane serves as Executive

The Board of Water Commissioners is pleased to announce that 
.construction at the well sites for Corrosion Control 
maintenance is now completed. 


For the fourth year in a row, the department employees 
undertook another special project for the betterment of the 
Water Distribution System, that being the installation of 
5000ft. of 8 inch water main along a section of Plymouth 
Street to the Halifax line. 
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Water Department Superintendent Scott McCann reported on the 
following: there were 83 service renewals, 13 services 
repairs, 4 water main breaks, 11 hydrants repaired or 
replaced. 


There were 47 new services added to the water department 
files, for both residential and business accounts. 


Water Department Administrative Assistant, Lucille Smith 
reported on the progress of obtaining a new water billing 
system for the department. After reviewing numerous systems 
offered throughout the United States, the Board of Water 
Commissioners awarded the bid to a local company from 
Norwell, MA. this system will be up and running by the 
Spring of 1997. 


The meter replacement program is continuing with 68 non- 
registering meters replaced and 15 meters older than 25 
years were replaced. 


The Board of Water Commissioners has voted to upgrade the 
current meter replacement program by using a new type water 
meter so that it can be read electronically. This 
replacement program will be no different than the current 
program of changing meters, but in the future these meters 
will allow the department to read meters in a shorter length 
of time, along with a finer grade of accuracy. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
other Town Departments for their cooperation in working with 
the Water Departments.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


As you may remember the winter snows and ice of December 
continued through March. At that point in time the clean up 
for spring and summer began. Street sweeping and catch basin 
cleaning is very time consuming when you realize we used 
6,109 tons or 12,218,000 lbs. of sand and 1,703 or 3,406,000 
lbs. of salt for snow and ice control. There are 1,051 catch 
basins that are cleaned every year by the Highway Department 
on town streets. 


The Highway Department has also been busy permanently 
patching water trenches this year. We used 171.14 tons of 
Type I Bituminous Concrete to complete these trenches. 


With the year being so wet the Department has had to keep 
streams and drains clean of debris to keep water flowing in 
low areas of town. 


With the availability of I.S.T.E.A. monies from the Federal 
Government, the department has directed monies from Road 
Maintenance and Chapter 90 State Aid to engineering for many 
types of projects. The following is a list of these projects 
and where the engineering and submittals stand: 


Summer Street Reconstruction 
This project will result in the improvement of Summer Street 
from Pleasant Street to Winter Street, a distance of 7800 
feet. Engineering for this project was begun in December of 
1995 and completed in August of 1996. Construction is 
divided into two phases. The first phase consisted of 
drainage installation, and it was completed in the Fall of 
1996. Phase II, the pavement reconstruction, finish 
landscaping and signing, will be done in the Spring of 1997. 


Phase I Project Cost: Funding Source: 
$290,478.00 State Aid Chapter 90 
Phase II Project Cost: Funding Source: 
S175 ale OO Transfer from BFI Road Maint. 
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Route 104/106 Intersection Improvements 
This project seeks to correct a very serious safety 
deficiency by removing the current “Y” intersection and 
replacing with a “T”. A separate left turn land will be 
constructed on Route 106 northbound to separate the turning 
vehicles from those that wish to continue northward toward 
East Bridgewater Center. Engineering was begun in June of 
1995, and it is anticipated that work will be completed in 
February 1997, shortly after environmental permits are 
secured. The Mass Highway Department will oversee the 
construction of this much needed improvement during the 
Spring and Summer of 1997. 


Project cost: Funding Source: 
$275,000.00 State & Federal ISTEA 
Appropriation 


Plymouth Street Sidewalk Upgrading 
The sidewalk will be reconstructed from South Street to 
Central Street, a distance of 6900 feet. The new work will 
conform to the latest handicapped accessibility regulations 
of the Massachusetts Architectural Access board, and painted 
crosswalks will be upgraded at several locations. 
Engineering began in June of 1996 and plans are currently 
100% complete. Construction is scheduled for the late Summer 
of 1997. 


Project Cost: Funding Source: 
$110,000.00 State Chapter 90 Appropriation 


Franklin Street Reconstruction 
Franklin Street is part of the National Highway System, a 
system of roads that are designated for use during national 
emergencies. This project will result in significant 
improvement to Franklin Street from the Hanson Town Line to 
the Whitman Town Line, a distance of 3000 feet. The existing 
street will be reconstructed, shoulders will be added to 
both sides, and a sidewalk will be added to the west side. 
Engineering was begun in June of 1996, and the plans are 
currently 25% complete. A design Public Hearing is 
anticipated for March 1997, and construction is programmed 
for Fiscal Year 1997. 


Project Cost: Funding Source: 
$575,000.00 State & Federal ISTEA 
Appropriation 
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Route 18/106 Intersection Improvements 
Safety improvements at this intersection will consist of re- 
aligning Route 106 to improve sight distance looking 
northerly along Route 18, and installing a traffic signal. 
Hazardous parking within the intersection influence area 
will be eliminated. Engineering was begun in June 1996. No 
date has yet been set for a Public Hearing. Construction is 
slated for the 1998 Fiscal Year. 


Project Cost: Funding Source: 
$250,000.00 State & Federal ISTEA 
Appropriation 


Bedford/Union Street Intersection Improvements 
A study is currently underway to determine measures to 
increase pedestrian safety and convenience on the westerly 
half of this intersection. Measures being considered include 
construction of a refuge island in the center of Union 
Street, and various proposals for pedestrian and vehicular 
Signals. Engineering was begun in July, 1996. Construction 
is slated for the 1998 Fiscal Year. 


Project Cost: Funding Source: 
$250,000.00 State & Federal ISTEA 
Appropriation 


W. Union/N. Central Streets Intersection 
Improvements 

Both vehicular and pedestrian safety are being studied at 
this Village Center intersection. Consideration is being 
given to creating pedestrian “neck-downs” at all four 
corners, with the installation of appropriate landscaping. 
Parking would be eliminated within the influence area of the 
intersection to assure safe distance for motorists. A 
flashing beacon and other traffic controls are also under 
consideration. Engineering was begun in July, 1996. 
Construction is anticipated during the 1998 Fiscal Year.

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Oak Street Reconstruction 
Engineering for this project is anticipated to begin in 
February 1997. Oak Street will be reconstructed from 
Washington Street to Franklin Street. A major improvement 
anticipated from this project is the re-alignment of Oak 
Street at the Franklin Street intersection. Both lefts of 
the intersection will be moved northward, and a left turn 
lane will be constructed on Franklin Street northbound. A 
traffic signal is also anticipated for this location. 
Improvements on the balance of Oak Street include shoulder 
upgrading, guardrail improvement, and improvement of the 
approaches of several side streets. Construction is 
programmed for the 1997 Fiscal Year. 


Project Cost: Funding Source: 
$1,000,000.00 State Appropriation 


Washington Street Reconstruction 
Washington Street will be reconstructed from Central Street 
to the Whitman Town Line. Shoulders will be improved, and a 
sidewalk will be added to one side of the street. Drainage 
improvements will be made at various locations. The 
intersection of Washington/Oak Streets will be studied to 
see if traffic controls are warranted. Engineering will 
begin on this project in February 1997, and construction is 
programmed for the Fiscal Year 1997.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


Change. The word captures the essence of events in the realm 
of conservation during 1996. From the Rivers Act passing 
into law to four new members joining the local commission, 
1996 brought significant changes at both the state and local 
levels. Recognizing a growing gap between science and law, 
and determined to protect drinking water supplies, the 
Commonwealth responded with both the Rivers Act and new 
stormwater management guidelines. Sharing similar concerns, 
the Commission began work towards passage of a home rule 
wetlands protection by-law. Indisputable facts fostered 
action at both levels. At the state level, twenty-five years 
after passage of the Clean Water Act, over half of the 
Commonwealth’s waters remain polluted. At the local level, 
septic systems are failing after three years, abandoned and 
poorly constructed developments litter the landscape, and 
raw sewerage flows overland. 


While having its jurisdiction significantly expanded by new 
state initiatives, the Commission strove to streamline the 
permitting process. Substituting the simpler Requests for 
Determination in place of Notices of Intent, increasing 
communication between the commission and other town boards, 
and constantly indicating a willingness to work with 
applicants towards a mutually beneficial result, the 
commission strove to lessen the impact of unavoidable 
change. 


The Commission also recognized that enforcement activities 
are an unavoidable component of its role. While adopting a 
consumer friendly stance, it again made clear that knowing 
violations of the Wetlands Protection Act will result in 
immediate and vigorous enforcement activities. Most alleged 
violations result from a lack of knowledge. This fact 
coupled with an increasingly complex body of law and 
regulations means that the Commission must devote more 
resources to educational efforts.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The year 1996 marked the 100th Anniversary of the East 
Bridgewater Public Library building. Donated by Cyrus 
Washburn, designed by Architect W. V. Howard of Brockton and 
constructed of brick, with brownstone trimmings, the 
structure was begun in 1896 and completed in 1897. The total 
cost: $9,000.00. While the building has undergone structural 
and decorative changes over the last one hundred years, 
including a 9,760 square foot addition in the 1970’s, the 
beauty of the original design remains. 


Many special events and programs were held throughout the 
year in honor of the building’s centennial. In May, the 
Friends of the Library sponsored a successful “Centennial 
Dance” at the East Bridgewater Commercial Club with music 
provided by the popular local group “Dale and the Duds.” 
Attended by 165 library supporters, this event raised over 
$700.00. In September the East Bridgewater Arts Council 
sponsored a “Centennial Picnic” with entertainment provided 
by juggler Henry Lappen, Arts Council member Lisa Rue and 
Singing duo “Yankee Notions”. Many families picnicked on the 
library lawn and enjoyed the afternoon festivities. 
Coinciding with the picnic was a “Centennial Art Show” of 
East Bridgewater residents. To conclude the year, in 
December the board of Library Trustees, again with the help 
of the Friends of the Library, sponsored a Holiday Open 
House in honor of the centennial. Almost 150 people came to 
show their enthusiasm for the library and listen to the 
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wonderful music of the “United Brass Quintet”. Community 
support for these events was overwhelming, and made the 
Centennial Year a true success. 


Other programs were also held throughout the year. The Adult 
Reading Club continued to meet on a monthly basis. Workshops 
on funding a college education and retirement were held in 
the winter months. In February, in conjunction with the high 
school and the Arts Council, the library was the setting for 
“The Creative Voice.” In April, Mr. Fred Beall, bird Curator 
of the Franklin Park Zoo presented a program for children 
and adults on bird eggs. Also in April, and in honor of 
National Library Week, the Great American Read Aloud was 
held. Readers for that event included Library Trustee Susan 
Murray, Fire Chief Ryon Pratt, Police Officer Larry Davison, 
Former Selectwoman Irena Swartz, Selectman Eric Greene, and 
East Bridgewater Arts Council President Cheryl McCabe. 
spring was also the time for the library’s first ever 
“Landscapes and Flowers Exhibit”. The library was graced 
with paintings and flower arrangements from local artists 
and florists and a reception was attended by over 60 people 
to honor this special exhibit. 


Summer brought the annual Summer Reading Program for 
children and young adults. This year’s theme, “Catch the 
summer Spark”, enticed well over 200 participants. From the 
Summer Reading Kick-Off Day to the Auntie Anne’s Pretzel 
Party conclusion, the entire season was full of imagination 
and excitement. Children’s Librarian Jennifer Repeta 
coordinated weekly programs with the help of several local 
volunteers. These experts in their field talked to the 
children about using their imagination in daily life. 
Special thanks to Artist Cheryl McCabe, members of the East 
Bridgewater fire Department, artist, writer and outdoorsman 
Randy Julius, and journalist Jack Coleman. Also during the 
summer, Diane Edgecomb presented a storytelling program for 
children of all ages, and the Capachione School of the 
Performing Arts gave two performances full of 
improvisation, singing and dancing. With the addition of 
weekly story times, monthly crafts, preschool visits, cub 
scouts tours, and second grade tours, total attendance for 
adults and children at all these programs was 2,187. 
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As always, the library is thankful for community support. 
Once again, the East Bridgewater Co-Operative Bank sponsored 
library card holders listing the library’s hours and 
telephone number. The south Weymouth Savings Bank continued 
its sponsorship of the pass to the New England Aquarium and 
East Bridgewater Kiwanis again sponsored the pass to the 
Museum of Science. The Community Room was actively used, 26 
groups used the room a total of 253 times. Cheryl McCabe 
continued to organize and arrange monthly art shows for the 
Eastman Room and volunteers Roberta Barroll, David Domer and 
Lorraine Roan again gave of their own time for the sake of 
the library. 


While 1995 was a year of change for the library, 1996 
brought stability back to the entire library system. The 
Centennial Celebration made this a very special year for the 
staff, trustees, friends and supporters of the East 
Bridgewater Public Library. 1997 will bring the move to the 
new media center at the Mitchell Middle School, as well as 
other unforeseen changes for the school and public 
libraries. Whatever the new year brings, we look forward to 
continuing our commitment to serving the Town of East 
Bridgewater and providing users with the information they 
seek.

REPORT OF THE OCPC AREA AGENCY ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the residents of the 
Town of East Bridgewater: 


The Delegate and Alternate to the Old Colony Planning 
Council Area Agency on Aging (OCPC-AAA) Advisory Committee 
are pleased to present this report of the Area Agency on 
Aging activities for FY1996. 


HARRATIVE STATEMENT: 
The OCPC-AAA is responsible for the planning, coordination 
and funding of elderly services under Title III of the Older 
Americans Act in the 23 community region served by the 
program. The OCPC-AAA, in conjunction with input from the 23 
community Advisory Committee, has focused its efforts on 
developing a comprehensive network of services and programs 
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which are responsive to the full spectrum of elder service 
needs. In collaboration with local councils on aging and 
other elder service provider agencies, the OCPC-AAA provided 
grant funding for the following programs and services in 
Fiscal Year 1996: 


*Senior Center and Outreach Programs 
*Home Health and Respite Services 
*In-Home Mental Health Services 
*Services for Elders with Disabilities 
*Transportation Services 

*Legal Services 

*Emergency Intervention Services 
*Congregate and Home-Delivered Meals 
*Nutritional Education and Counseling 
*Services to Families and Caregivers 
*Long-Term Care Ombudsman Services 


More than 354,000 units of service were provided to 10,395 
unduplicated elders throughout the region. 


In addition to providing funding for the services listed 
above, the OCPC-AAA also used funding under Title III-F 
(Disease Prevention and Health Promotion) for the provision 
of Nutritional Education and one-to-one Nutritional 
Counseling. The OCPC-AAA also used funding from the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health for the provision 
of Prostrate Cancer Awareness and Education presentations at 
various locations. A total of nine (9) educational 
presentations were conducted, serving 353 elders from 
throughout the region. 


The AAA Advisory Committee Delegates and Alternates play a 
key role in the development and support of elder services 
and programs in the region. The Advisory Committee, 
consisting of representatives from each of the 23 
communities, assists the AAA in assessing elder needs, 
recommending funding priorities, and recommending sub- 
grantees to provide Title III services. The support and 
cooperation of the local communities and Advisory Committee 
members is acknowledged with gratitude by the Old Colony 
Planning Council Area Agency on Aging.

REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER ARTS COUNCIL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The purpose of the East Bridgewater Arts Council is to 
provide arts and cultural programs of excellence to the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. It is our goal to tap the 
resources of as many of the arts as possible to provide 
diverse programming for all age groups. A portion of the 
Massachusetts Cultural Council funding is reserved for the 
purpose of sponsoring Council generated projects. 


In 1995, Council members voted to not hold a Festival of the 
Arts in 1996 due to difficulty in funding from the State, 
and lack of volunteers and more members to help run the 
festival. In 1996, the Council put much of its efforts into 
a membership drive for new members and volunteers. As a 
result of the successful membership drive, Council members 
voted to hold a festival of the arts in 1997, and have 
applied for a State grant for the necessary funds. 


In 1996 the Council received requests for $14,475 in grants, 
and appropriated $6,530, the total amount of funds given to 
the East Bridgewater Arts Council by the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council for the grant cycle.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION

January found the members of the Recreation Commission 
working feverishly to coordinate exciting activities for the 
members of our community for the new year.

REPORT OF SELF HELP INCORPORATED 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of East Bridgewater: 


During the program year ending September 30, 1996, Self 
Help, Inc. received a total funding of approximately $8.6M 
and provided direct services to 17,202 limited income 
households in the area. 


In the town of East Bridgewater SHI provided services 
totaling $73,761 to 143 households during program year 1996. 


The total funding of $8,615,509 does not tell the real value 
of human services delivered to the area as a whole. Self 
Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an additional 
$1,258,647 of other community resources such as, 
contributions from the towns, volunteers, donations of space 
and private donations in the form of goods and services. 
Therefore, the gross value of Self Help, inc. during the 
past program year was $10,143,470. 
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Self Help currently employs 248 individuals, many of whom 
are of limited income, minorities and who reside in our 
service area. 


We feel that October 1, 1995 through September 30, 1996 was 
a successful program year for us because we were able to 
assist as many limited income individuals and/or families as 
we did, in spite of the challenges and uncertainties with 
which we were faced, and decreases in funding we 
experienced. 


We thank all the volunteers, Board of Selectmen, and their 
representative(s) to our Board of Directors, representatives 
of the limited income sector, and representatives of the 
private sector for helping to make Fiscal Year 1996 a 
success.

REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY COOPERATIVE 
EXTENSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


County Extension programs are carried on through Plymouth 
County in cooperation with UMASS Extension (Amherst) and the 
United States Department of Agriculture. The Cooperative 
Extension System is supported by County, Federal and State 
funds, and operates under Federal and State laws and 
agreements. Educational programs focus on four major program 
areas; Agroecology; Natural Resources and Environmental 
Conservation; 4-H Youth, Volunteer and Family Development, 
and federally funded Nutrition Education initiatives. 
Volunteer advisory groups work with staff on developing 
specific programs. Local citizens, appointed by the County 
Commissioners, serve as County Extension trustees, directing 
the overall program. Extension staff serve as a direct link 
with the University of Massachusetts. New research findings 
are translated into practical applications and shared with 
people and communities through workshops, conferences, field 
demonstrations, technical assistance, newspaper articles, 
radio and television. Publications, such as regular 
newsletters and booklets, fact sheets, and home study 
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courses, bring information directly to those who need it. In 
April 1996, Marjorie Mahoney, 4-H Agent, retired after 34 
years of service to Plymouth County working with area youth 
and volunteers. 


In Plymouth County, the Extension outreach office is located 
on High Street, Hanson. This past year an office was 
reestablished in the City of Brockton for the Family 
Nutrition Program, a special funded Extension grant. In 
Southeastern Massachusetts regional programs are conducted 
in cooperation with the Barnstable County Extension Program. 
Satellite offices of UMASS Cooperative Extension are located 
in Bristol and Norfolk Counties. UMASS Extension also 
operates the Cranberry Experiment Research Station, located 
in Wareham. Currently, the county field staff consists of a 
County Director, two 4-H Youth Development Specialists, a 
Nutrition/Family Development Specialist, and a 
landscape/Nursery Specialist. A federally funded Expanded 
Food and Nutrition Education Program, which has been active 
in Plymouth county since 1969, is run under the auspices of 
Cooperative Extension. Currently, one supervisor and two 
outreach educators work in this program; last year Nutrition 
Educators worked with 18 county groups enrolling 257 limited 
income participants in the UMASS 12-lesson Certificate 
Course. A three-year Water Quality Grant continues with work 
in the Taunton River Watershed Connections Project. A new 
Family Self-Sufficiency Project began this year in 
cooperation with 17 county-based housing authorities; 
Bridgewater State College and UMass Amherst. For detailed 
information on the County Cooperative Extension program 
contact the county office at Box 658, Hanson, MA 02341.

REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Project 
are please to submit the following report of our activities 
during 1996. 


The Project is a special district created by the State 
legislature in 1957, and is now composed of 25 Plymouth 
county towns, the City of Brockton and the Town of Cohasset 
in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a 
regional problem and provides a way of organizing 
specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and 
mosquito control professionals into a single agency with a 
broad geographical area of responsibility. 


The 1996 seasons began with an above normal water table 
which produced large numbers of spring brood mosquitoes 
throughout the County. Efforts were directed at larval 
mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground 
larviciding was accomplished using B.t.i., an 
environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon emergence of 
the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-low adulticiding 
began. The Project responded to a record number of 
residential complaints during the summer. All sprayers and 
trucks performed well with little time lost to breakdowns. 
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The threat of the mosquito-transmitted disease Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis(EEE) was again low in 1996. This season 
marked the third consecutive year the EEE virus was not 
isolated during the mosquito surveillance period. Unusually 
high rainfall and groundwater levels that have remained 
above average during 1996 should warrant increased concern 
for the 1997 EEE season. 


During the summer of 1996, this Project also cooperated with 
the Harvard School of Public Health on a Lyme disease 
surveillance program in Plymouth County Towns. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are 
given below. While mosquitoes do not respect town lines the 
information given below does provide a tally of the 
activities which have had the greatest impact on the health 
and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application. 3,324 acres were treated using 
truck mounted sprayers for control of adult mosquitoes. More 
than one application was made to the same site if mosquitoes 
reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May 
and the last of September. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the 
larval stage, which can be found in woodland pools, swamps, 
marshes and other standing water areas. Inspectors 
continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly 
specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. 
Last year a total of 121 inspections were made to 66 
catalogued breeding sites. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that 
is the time between notice of a mosquito problem and 
response by one of our inspectors. The complaint response 
time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than two days 
with more than 354 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling for the mosquitoes in 
East Bridgewater indicates that Coquillettidia perturbans 
was the most abundant species. Other important species 
collected included Culex pipens and Aedes vexans. 
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We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our 
office for information about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne 
diseases, control practices, or any other matters of 
concern.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Massachusetts Education Reform Act challenges educators 
to improve student performance so that all students in the 
Commonwealth are prepared to be active and productive 
citizens in the 2lst century. The implementation of 
Education Reform has educators reexamining numerous 
preparation and administrative requirements. changes in 
standards for students, teachers, organizational policy and 
structures have all been made as a result of the Education 
Reform Act. These changes have had an impact’ on all school 
districts and school programs, including vocational- 
technical education. 


This past June the Southeastern Regional School district 
completed its twenty-ninth year of operation. Southeastern 
offers twenty-four secondary and seven post-secondary 
technical training programs. On October 1, 1995 there were 
1262 students enrolled in the school district. 


East Bridgewater’s share of the $11,655,758 fiscal 97 school 


budget is $207,907. this is 5.63% of the assessment and 
represents seventy-one students. 
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Federal grants such as Carl Perkins, Title 1, 94-142, 
competitive Displaced Homemakers, and Regional Employment 
Board grants were used to offset equipment and personnel 
costs. 


The school district was fortunate to receive donations of 
equipment, computers, and supplies from district businesses. 
The automotive department received new Saturn, Chrysler and 
Ford automobiles. these donations will allow our students to 
remain current working on new vehicles and state-of-the-art 
technology. 


Our students continue to excel in the Vocational industrial 
Clubs of America and Cosmetology students were sent to the 
national VICA competition. Students also participate in peer 
counseling, peer mediation, American Diversity Dynamics 
Club, peace week activities and Commercial Foods students 
visited the Culinary Institute of America in Hyde Park, New 
York. 


Corrine Williams, a commercial Art student from Brockton, 
ranking first in her class, was chosen our Most Outstanding 
Vocational Student and received an award and scholarship 
that were presented to her at Mechanics Hall in Worcester. 


The New England Association of Schools and Colleges Fifth- 
Year Accreditation Visit occurred this past October. The 
evaluation committee will present their findings to the New 
England Commission in May of 1997. The Medical Laboratory 
program received a three and one-half year accreditation 
based upon progress reports submitted in compliance with 
nationally stated requirements. Our Licensed Practical Nurse 
program was also re-accredited by the Massachusetts Board of 
Accreditation. 

Southeastern had an extensive on-site facility assessment by 
the Department of Environmental Protection who enforces 
laws, regulations, orders, licenses, permits and approvals 
in regards to hazardous waste materials and air pollution 
control. the final report of the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs found no non-compliance issues for the 
school district. 


A Teacher Technology Center was established to provide area 


teachers with high quality, low cost instruction in 
classroom applications of computers. 
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The demand for high school and technical institute graduates 
continues to be very strong and our annual placement rate 
exceeds 95%. 


Southeastern is appreciative for the cooperation and support 
received from the residents of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION 
COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectman and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


Since 1987, the issue of overcrowding in the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools has been the focus of a number of 
surveys, studies and discussions. The overwhelming 
recommendation as a long term solution was the need for 
additional classroom space. At the Annual Town Meeting in 
1989, the Middle School Building Addition Committee was 
established and the members appointed by the Moderator, the 
late Phil Carey. 


The Committee’s charge was to develop plans and secure 
funding for an addition to the Middle School. On December 
18, 1995, after many years of dedicated effort, 
groundbreaking for the addition took place. Due to the 
harsh winter, serious site work was delayed until March. 
Since that time, the project has gone forward without 
serious delays. 


The project has gone forward in three phases. 
Initially, the General Contractor focused on the Addition. 
The foundations were formed and concrete poured, the 
structural steel skeleton formed, and the masonry walls 
formed. The concrete slabs for the floor where also 
installed. Once summer school vacation began, the 
Contractor, working with the school administration and the 
Committee, began the first phase of renovation work in the 
existing building. Both the girls’ and boys’ locker rooms, 
the shop area, the folding partition in the gym, and the 
walk-in cooler and freezer in the kitchen area were upgraded

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
TREASURER/COLLECTOR/FINANCE DIRECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


I respectfully submit the Fiscal Year 1996 annual report 
of the Treasurer/Collector/Finance Director. 


I am pleased to report that during Fiscal Year 1996, 
great strides were made toward our goals to bring the Town of 
East Bridgewater’s financial condition, financial practices 
and General Bond Ratings, into ranges acceptable to the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue, the various bond rating 
agencies (ie: Moody’s and Standard & Poors), and the 
expectations of the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater. 
During the first half of Fiscal 1997, we fully expect to meet 
those goals and then establish new goals to exceed those 
standards. Free Cash, one of the most important indicators of 
Financial health in a municipality, was certified by the 
Department of Revenue at $131,003 in Fiscal 1996. This was the 
first time the Town saw a positive figure since Fiscal 1991: 
Continuing on our positive trend, we expect to see Free Cash 


to be certified in excess of 1.3 million for Fiscal 1997, 
while at the same time maintaining services under minimal - 
budget operations. This was no small accomplishment 


considering the 2.3 million dollar loss in operating revenue 
from the B.F.I. landfill. Through proper financial planning 
and responsible budget projections, nominal budget reductions 
while maintaining many of the usual services, outstanding 
cooperation between all departments of the Town, and the great 
resourcefulness of our various Department Heads, Committees 
and Boards, including a modest but beneficial increases in 
State Aid, the financial team, together with the Board of 
Selectmen and School Committee, have led us from a period of 
devastating financial crisis into a period of marked recovery 
and improvement. I fully expect that financial recovery will 
finally be sufficient to proceed forward in the first half of 
Fiscal 1997 to apply for, and receive, an acceptable Bond 
Rating that will allow me to successfully offer over 16 
million dollars of East. Bridgewater Bonds on the Securities 
Market. Of relative importance here, is the Town’s ability to 
continue on this road to success, especially due to the new 
S.E.C. regulations requiring continued and ongoing Financial 
Disclosure of any municipality that brings its securities to 
market. Under these new regulations, failure to keep up 


ratings and our healthy financial picture, would, as never — 


before, have devastating effects on the Towns ability to 
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borrow in the future as well as the possibility of negatively 
effecting our obligations and liabilities to present 
investors, thus leaving us open to litigation. 


Careful attention to cash-flow and investment 
opportunities have resulted in additional savings and earnings 
for the Town. There was over $40,000 of savings in tax 
anticipation interest charges to the Town in Fiscal Year 1996. 
Tax Anticipation borrowing cost money and by careful attention 

to the Towns cash flow, unnecessary borrowing was eliminated 
and the appropriated funds for those Tax Anticipation Notes 
were returned to the General Fund. Investment practices which 
call for safe insured investment at the highest possible yield 
resulted in the average investment return to the Town at about 
5.25%. These practices will continue into the next fiscal 
year with substantial increases in investment earnings, as I 
take the maximum advantage allowed under Federal S.E.C. 
regulations especially for those funds borrowed or bonded for 
the Middle School Addition. By mid-year in Fiscal 1997, I will 
have available to all citizens of the Town, a written 
investment policy for the Treasurer/Collector. This document 
will be made available both at the Town Hall and the Public 
Library for review by any citizen of the Town. 


Aggressive tax collection will continue throughout the 
next fiscal year. These aggressive collections have resulted 
in marked increases in our Free Cash and Estimated Receipts. 
New Tax Title Takings and Tax Receivables are beginning to 
fall off thereby reducing the required Overlay and Fee Cash 
that must be kept in reserve until those taxes have been paid. 
By fully utilizing the State Street Collections Program and 
making available affordable delinquent tax payment plans to 
our citizens who have fallen behind in their tax payments, we 
have seen a greater percentage of tax collections for both 
current overdue taxes as well as Tax Titles. For those who 
will not pay, a very aggressive plan of action is already in 
effect which include many additional cases in Land Court for 
Tax Foreclosure and the utilization of the Civil Court system 
to collect taxes owed which exceed the value of the property 
‘taxed. 


In the near future, Tax Title Land Sales will commence 
for properties taken by Foreclosure in Land Court many years 
ago but never sold. The results of this will benefit the Town 
in two ways. First, the sales proceeds will replenish those 
revenues lost in unpaid taxes; and second, it will put those 
properties back on the tax rolls in order to increase our tax 
receipts. Future takings in Land Court will be sold in a 
timely manner for the same reasons. Other methods of 
delinquent tax collections, I will be investigating and 
considering, includes the new regulations which allow a Town 
to sell those overdue taxes in bulk, at auction, to a 
financial institution for the full value of those outstanding 
taxes. This would have the effect of putting the Town out of 
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the very costly delinquent tax collection business and 
realizing 100% of its tax receivables each year. Regulations 
and D.O.R. guidelines for this method of collection are 
expected to be released in mid Fiscal 1997. I will be 
reviewing them very carefully and give them _ serious 
consideration. 


Continued upgrade of the Town’s Computer systems and 
office equipment will continue to be a priority. It is a 
concern of all Town departments to keep all their equipment 
upgraded, expandable and compatible. It is with this in mind 
that we hope to see progress towards the formation of a 
Computer Study Committee for the Town along with a 
coordination of effort with the School Department and their 
technology needs. The acquisition of a reconditioned high 
speed line printer to the Town’s main computer system was the 
single most important computer: related purchase in Fiscal 
1996. Tax bills, utility bills, commitment lists, and census 
forms are some of the print jobs previously being done by slow 
dot matrix printers which required a great deal of clerical 
time and attention to complete with those dot matrix printers. 
These jobs can now be done much faster and with much less 
monitoring. All other computer hardware on the system is 
outdated from the early 1990’s era and keeping them on-line 
has become an ever increasing task. Our Munis software have 
failed us in many ways and is not being fully utilized due to 
poor programming and support. Non-responsive support from the 
software company alone has cost the Town over $15,000 each 
year in loss of potential interest earnings and additional 
costs. Lack of funds over these lean years have prevented us 
from purchasing new software and hardware, however, in the 
near future, once a Computer Study Committee has reviewed the 
Situation, it’s hoped we will be able to present to the 
Capitol Needs Committee a cost effective and professional 
solution to the problem. 


Audit reports for Fiscal 1996 by our outside auditing 
firm of Theven & Company, P.C. will be available early in 
Fiscal 1997. These reports may be viewed at the Selectmen’s, 
Treasurer’s or Town Accountant’s Office. Early indications are 
that a very favorable Management letter and Financial 
Statements are forthcoming. 


The Town’s Financial Team, which is made up of the Town 
Accountant, Treasurer/Collector/Finance Director, 
Administrative Assessor, and the Executive Secretary, is 
responsible for not only for the completion of the official 
financial documentation of the Town, but also the financial 
projection, explanation and advice rendered to the elected 
officials of the Town of East Bridgewater. Those elected 
officials that deal with the finances, such as the Board of 
Selectmen, Board of Assessors, School Committee and Finance 
Committee, rely upon our professionalism and our collective 
knowledge to help guide them in their decisions in order to 
bring to the voters of the Town of East Bridgewater their best

recommendations for a_e financially stable and _ secure 
municipality. For us to be successful, the job we do must 
reflect favorably upon them and give them the tools to achieve 
the goals for which they were elected. I think we have all 
succeeded in the progression of those goals and I look forward 
to being part of that progression again next year. 


I especially would like to thank my office staff, who by 
providing the competent daily support needed to keep the 
office functioning throughout the year, has allowed me to help 
attain the many important goals and objectives described 
above.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 
OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


We, the East Bridgewater School Committee, are pleased and 
privileged to report to you for the calendar year 1996. 

The following narrative will provide a succinct but 
substantive summary of the committee's efforts to fulfill 
its responsibilities and to exercise the power entrusted to 
it. We preface the report with a key excerpt from the 
Massachusetts General Laws. We do so because it is this 
mandate that spells out the powers and duties of the school 
committee. It also provides an outline of the first part of 
our report. 


Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 71, Section 37, as 
amended by the Education Reform Act of 1993 states: “The 
School Committee in each city and town and each regional 
school district 
1) shall have the power to select and to terminate the 
superintendent 
2) shall review and approve budgets for public 
education in the district 
3) and shall establish educational goals and policies 
for the schools in the district consistent with the 
requirements of law and statewide goals and 
standards established by the board of education." 


We, the East Bridgewater School Committee, understand that 
this three-fold charge demands that we work very diligently 
to ensure that the children of our community are provided 
with the best education that the townspeople can possibly 
give. We worked energetically and positively. We worked 
cooperatively and collegially with the members of the East 
Bridgewater school system and with other town department 
heads and boards. 


1996 saw the end of the third year of “Education Reform” and 
the beginnings of the fourth year. It was a year of 
monumental changes. It was also another year marked by the 
on-going frustration of not being able to meet fully the 
real educational needs of the children of East Bridgewater. 
Staff, space, and money continue to be problems--despite 
Significant gains in all three-major needs. 
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1996 saw the stewardship of Gordon W. Mitchell come to close 
after twenty-one years. Gordon's intense commitment to 
children and his deeply rooted loyalty to East Bridgewater, 
his understanding of education and his comprehension of 
school financing enabled him to serve our community very 
well. We note that the average stay for a superintendent 
in Massachusetts is three years. Therefore, we contend that 
our town and our children were the beneficiaries of quality 
leadership for a long time. Gordon put children first. 
“Here’s to kids” was a toast he would raise at conference 
dinners. He noted in his annual report last year that his 
main enjoyment as a superintendent was visiting the 
classrooms. He observed that the one common theme that 
prevailed in all the classrooms that he visited was the 
mutual respect among teachers, students, administrators, and 
parents. He added "...that the quality of a school system 
is directly related to the quality of the human relations 
which exist within each school." 


Gordon wrote volumes of correspondence in an effort to 
elicit the attention of the Department of Education and the 
state government. He demanded that they realize that East 
Bridgewater and towns in a similar situation were not 
receiving adequate funding. He asserted that the formula 
for computing state aid needed improvement. State officials 
acknowledged his efforts, but as Gordon cautioned in his 
last annual report "Adequate school funding has been and 
will continue to be the biggest challenge facing the town of 
East Bridgewater." 


A wonderful testimonial was rendered to Gordon on May 31, 
1996. Fittingly, the participants in the testimonial 
represented a spectrum of school staff and town departments, 
state and local officials, and friends and family. Gordon 
was only five months into retirement when he had to undergo 
quadruple by-pass surgery. All went well. His recovery has 
been remarkable. We wish Gordon and Susan our very best for 
a healthy and happy retirement. 


The next major change of 1996 was the beginning of the 
superintendency of Judith A. Riordan, Ed.D. As noted in 
last year's School Committee annual report, Judy was 
recommended to the School Committee by a screening committee 
of fifteen members. After a substantial interview-- 
substantial both in depth and duration--Dr. Riordan was 
appointed. Her challenge and her charge is to provide the 
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educational leadership necessary to assure that our 
youngsters will be prepared for the 2lst Century. Our 
Committee is confident that she can indeed lead both 
organizationally and inspirationally. 


As part of Dr. Riordan’s application, Mrs. Anne Hynes 
wrote a letter of recommendation. Mrs. Hynes, who has known 
Judy for many years, stated emphatically "Judith A. Riordan 
possesses the intelligence, commitment, vision, leadership 
and love for the people of East Bridgewater to take us 
forth. No one could offer our children more; we cannot 
allow them to be given less." Dr. Riordan has demonstrated- 
-and continues to demonstrate--an understanding of and a 
commitment to the children of East Bridgewater. She has the 
unique combination of brightness and good sense. She is a 
remarkable communicator--that is, she listens well and she 
speaks well. She, by her own life, has underscored the 
principle that all learning is a lifelong process. Our 
Town--which she knows so well and to which she is so loyal- 
-will see a good system become even better with her at the 
helm. 


1996 saw a school system budget of $10,736,996 approved by 


‘Town Meeting on June 24. This budget represented an 


increase of $347,572 over the '95-'96 budget. This budget 


consists of 45% local aid and 55% state aid. For the first 
time, state aid exceeded local aid. In FY93 local aid was 


68% of the budget. If we are to reach the targeted fiscal 


2000 Foundation Budget (projected at $14,400,000), we must 


advocate strongly for more state aid. Such advocacy is in 
process. 


The major school policy that the Committee voted on in 1996 
was Block Scheduling for the High School. 


996 was a year of negotiations. At the time of this writing 
only one of four contracts is yet to be written. The 
process of negotiating actually began on January 17, 1996, 
when the East Bridgewater Education Association 


representatives, the East Bridgewater School Committee, 
‘Superintendent Mitchell and the administrators gathered at 


the Joseph Martin Center at Stonehill College for training 


‘in the Collaborative and Collegial Collective bargaining 


process. We met for several training sessions. We then 
utilized lessons learned through months of negotiations with 
the four unions that represent the various staffs of the 
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East Bridgewater School system. We consider the new 
contracts to be just--just for the workers and just for the 
townspeople. 


1996 was a year of major changes for the School Committee. 
In April, Ed Rodricks chose not to run for re-election. 
Additional and significant demands at his job made being on 
the School Committee not possible. There simply was not 
enough time to both well. Ed, to his great credit, does 
what he does very well and he will not settle for half- 
hearted efforts. We were sad about but understanding of his 
decision. We wish Ed and his family well. We hope there 
will be another time and opportunity for him to run again. 


Ed was replaced by Gordon Hatfield. Gordon, who has served 
on the Finance Committee and the Library Trustees, has been 
a valued addition to the School Committee. Gordon's 
knowledge, experience and wisdom enable him to contribute 
effectively on both the full committee meetings and the sub 
committees. On June 30, 1996, Ernie Martin, for personal 
reasons, resigned. Ernie, who served on the School 
Committee for fours years, was a very serious and 
conscientious member. He was a strong advocate in behalf of 
the children of East Bridgewater. We accepted his 
resignation with regret-- we wish him the very best. The 
vacancy created by Ernie's resignation was filled by the 
appointment of Scott Hastings. The appointment was made by 
a joint meeting of the Selectmen and the School Committee. 
Scott was appointed by a unanimous vote. Scott has been a 
welcomed addition to the Committee. Scott, who is an 
executive with Reebok, brings a business acumen that is most 
helpful. His familiarity with sizable budgets and with high 
tech enable him to contribute significantly at full 
committee meetings and sub committee meetings. 


Another School Committee member that experienced a major 
change this year was Jim Hardy. On February 20,1996, Jim 
began a new career as a Field Rep for MASC (Massachusetts 
Associations of School Committees, Inc.). Jim, who has 
served on the East Bridgewater School Committee for four 
years and on the Middle School Addition Committee since its 
inception (the past five years as its chairman), is an ideal 
candidate for such a position. Jim's knowledge of the 
school committee's role and its functions and his 
understanding of government and budgetary processes make him 
an asset to MASC as well as to the EBSC. 
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School Committee member Jayne Curly continues as secretary 
of the committee. Jayne is budget chairperson for the FyY98 
budget that is now in the process of development. Jayne has 
a good critical sense and a grasp of dollars and cents. Both 
abilities help her to be an excellent budget chair. 


Nancy Waldron is vice chair for the School Committee. Nancy 

is a help to the Chair and to the Committee and to the sub 

committees on which she serves. She has a gift for 

reflecting on material presented and then asking poignant 
questions. 


Fred Chapman was elected chairman by the Committee in April 
“96 and will continue until April ‘97. He is pleased and 
proud to be chairman of this Committee--a committee in which 
members can disagree with one another with out being 
disagreeable with one another. Fred's feeling has been that 
being chair has been and continues to be a maturing 
experience. 


Erika Geyer and Jennifer Lynch were representatives on the 
School Committee from the Student Advisory Council for ‘95- 
‘96. Lila Moukalled and Beth Cushing are the student 
representatives for ‘96-97. High School students elect 
their representatives to the School Committee. A designated 
representative sits with us at the Committee’s table. The 
representative gives a summary of the previous two weeks’ 
events. We are most pleased to have a student be present 
and interactive with the Committee. Erika and Jennifer, 
Lila and Beth, and their predecessors have always been a 
very positive factor in the School Committee meetings. 


In 1996 the School Committee applauded the graduating class. 
We also commended the accomplishments and the contributions 
of the other classes. The committee continues to be in awe 
of the talents and skills, the thoughtfulness and generosity 
of the young people of East Bridgewater. They inspire the 
Committee to work arduously to help make a good system a 
better system. Our youth are the source of considerable 
pride and joy. 


Unfortunately, however, reality can be harsh. Life is not 
fair and 1996 saw three major tragedies cause all of us to 
grieve. The tragic deaths of Mark McPhee, Tom Maki (EBHS 
‘94) and Dennis Rando (EBHS '93) shocked our community. 
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Words paled in light of such trauma. Feelings of sincere 
sympathy were expressed by the committee to the bereaved 
families of these youngsters. The families of Mark and 
Dennis chose to remember them by establishing scholarships 
in their names. We offer our heartfelt gratitude to them. 


In conclusion, we say thank you! Thank you to all of the 
employees of the East Bridgewater Public Schools who day 
after day strive to do their part to make sure the children 
of East Bridgewater receive a quality education in a quality 
environment. Thank you to all the town departments and 
boards who interact with the school system throughout the 
year in a most cooperative and collegial spirit. 


Thank you to the Central Office staff who help in the 
preparation for our meetings. Thank you to Superintendent 
Mitchell and Superintendent Riordan; Administrative

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of 
the Town of East Bridgewater: 


It is an honor to present my first annual report as 
Superintendent of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. This 
has been a year of growth and change, a year of new 
beginnings and high expectations. 1996 was a benchmark in 
the history of the school system as Superintendent Gordon W. 
Mitchell retired after twenty-one years of dedicated service 
and outstanding leadership. Supt. Mitchell provided the 
direction, foresight and commitment that established an 
excellent school system prepared to educate students for the 
2lst century. His leadership has set high standards by 
which we evaluate our progress. Supt. Mitchell always 
placed the welfare of students above any other consideration 
and this legacy will continue to be the focus of our 
mission. 


Symbolic of the significance of Supt. Mitchell’s leadership 
was the decision by the East Bridgewater School Committee to 
rename the Middle School the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle 
School as the Committee prepared for the opening of the 
splendid new addition which will house grades seven and 
eight of our student population. The expectations of the 
community and the school system are indeed high as we 
anticipate the occupancy of the new addition to the Gordon 
W. Mitchell Middle School in the spring of 1997. The 
tireless efforts of the Middle School Building Addition 
Committee, Chairman James Hardy and Principal Collins should 
be recognized as we prepare for the completion of this 
wonderful educational learning center. Countless hours of 
planning, monitoring, supervision and organization have been 
required in order to bring this building to near completion 
within the anticipated time. The Middle School Building 
Addition Committee has ensured that the necessary 
infrastructure and technology opportunities are 
incorporated. Our students will gain from the learning 
experience that awaits them in this state of the art school 
building. 
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The 1996 year began with concerns for the necessary funding 
of the school budget. The fiscal constraints facing the 
community translated to a very small increase in the school 
budget for fixed costs as the Town struggled its way to 
financial stability. Excellent financial processes allowed 
the Town to balance the budget and maintain the level of all 
programs and services. The School Department is appreciative 
of the efforts that brought the Town financial credibility 
at a time of serious loss in the tax base. However, the 
resulting school budget did not allow for the growing needs 
of the school system for increased staff at all levels or 
additional and upgraded technology and texts. Nor could 
such a budget provide for concerns such as large class sizes 
at the all schools and the need for sufficient elective 
courses at the High School to adequately meet the mandates 
of educational reform. Hence, the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools are faced with accrued needs for staff to reduce 
class size and provide course offerings and a lack of 
sufficient funding for technology, instructional supplies, 
equipment and long delayed maintenance projects. The FY ‘97 
Level Services Budget only sustained the programs and 
services at the level provided in FY ‘96. We have not yet 
begun to address the inequity of our students in an 
educational program which is funded far below the state 
average per pupil expenditure. It is recognized and 
appreciated that the Town has continued to fund the schools 
above the required minimum standard of effort and has 
supported the schools to the best of its ability with funds, 
involvement, volunteerism and participation in school 
programs. 


This year has seen the work of the Upper Elementary Task 
Force continue as plans for a smooth transition of Grade 4 
from the Central School to the Middle School will reach 
fruition in September, 1997. A number of teachers from 
Central School will transfer with the class and Grade 4 will 
remain a self contained elementary program. The Grade 7 and 
8 Planning Committee is also busy reviewing the programs of 
these grades and preparing for the ultimate location in the 
new addition. The Total Quality Team is a group of 
committed individuals representing the schools, the 
community, town government and the School Committee, which 
meets monthly with the Superintendent to discuss matters of 
system interest and to advise as to deliverance of high 
quality educational services throughout the school system. 
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In response to the need to integrate the Curriculum 
Frameworks developed through the educational reform 
legislation and prepare for the state mandated high stakes 
testing program, a Curriculum Council, facilitated by the 
Superintendent, has begun an extensive process to develop 
appropriate instructional curriculum, monitor student 
achievement and evaluate assessment. A Performance 
Standards and Evaluation Committee, comprised of School 
Committee, East Bridgewater Education Association members 
and school administration, is charged with developing a new 
evaluation process for school staff that supports the 
concepts of educational reform. The Technology Committee, 
comprised of school and community members, is developing an 
extensive technology plan which will provide the blueprint 
for technology development throughout the system. Along 
with these groups, we have three School Councils which are 
made up of faculty, parents and community members, with 
students added at the High School level. School Councils, a 
valued creation of Educational Reform, meet monthly with 
each building principal to provide advice and counsel as to 
budget development, the school Time and Learning requirement 
and other matters. The East Bridgewater Educational Advisory 
Council continues to act as a clearing house for information 
for the community at large and hosts our annual public 
budget hearing. The Kindergarten Age Study Committee has 
prepared an extensive report regarding the entrance age for 
kindergarten. We are indebted to all who give so much to our 
schools. 


The High School is experiencing the first year of the new 
Block Schedule structure to the school day. This type of 
schedule provides the opportunity for long (double the 
traditional length) periods of instruction as well as the 
short block. The instructional philosophy which accompanies 
Block Scheduling encourages an active learning process which 
is student centered and which emphasizes critical thinking, 
problem solving and other higher order thinking skills. All 
of the schools have made many changes as teachers and 
instructional leaders are working hard to align our programs 
with the Time and Learning mandate of the Educational Reform 
legislation. | 


I am indebted to the administrative team of the school 


system, especially Principals Frye, Collins and Kelly, who 
have committed long hours and extra efforts into 
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implementing the many changes taking place within our 
‘schools. Their experience and expertise has been called upon 
as the schools must meet the high standards that have been 
set with limited resources. 


East Bridgewater has always been a very special community 
which models the African folk saying that “It takes a 
village to raise a child”. We see this daily in the 
commitment of so many people. I would especially like to 
thank the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee 
for their tireless devotion to meetings, policy development, 
activities and informational processes which enable them to 
provide the best possible educational program for the 
children of East Bridgewater. The School Committee has 
demonstrated enthusiasm, caring and commitment in their 
efforts to provide quality learning experiences for all 
children. 


It is also imperative to thank the other Town Departments, 
especially the Police, Fire, Highway, Library, Town 
Accountant, Treasurer’s and Selectmen’s offices and 
Executive Assistant John Clifford for their assistance, 
cooperation and mutual effort to provide any needed service 
within their means to the schools. The School Committee 
and the Library Board of Trustees continue to strengthen 
their communication bonds and mutual goals through joint 
meetings. Without the spirit of cooperation which is so 
visible in East Bridgewater we would not be able to provide 
the quality education that is evident within the fiscal 
constraints that have been present in recent years. 


I am personally indebted to the hard working and extremely 
capable central office staff. Mrs. Anne Kaiser, Mrs. Janet 
Perkins, Mrs. Mary Ellen Parris and Mrs. Judy Bina 
accomplish an extraordinary work load within a constrained 
work space. They do this with commitment to quality and 
service and with much pride in the school system. 

Certainly, our Director of Pupil Personnel, Mrs. Kathyrn 
Levine, and Mr. Richard Achin, Administrative Assistant, are 
equally deserving of praise and appreciation. Mrs. Levine 
has coordinated the Early Childhood, Special Education 
Parents, Title I and Health Advisory Committees. Our 
Special Education program, under Mrs. Levine’s direction, is 
recognized for its effective delivery of services to 
students. 
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Of course, it is always our students who provide the 
inspiration and the joy of working in the educational arena. 
Our children are a wonderful reflection of their families 
and the community. Each year they give testimony to our 
faith in the future-it will be in good hands if our students 
are any indication. The Mission Statement of the school 
system....” to promote a collaborative effort among 
school, home and community that will develop the highest 
levels of respect, self-esteem, responsibility, and life 
long learning in all” drives our philosophy and program. I 
am grateful for the trust that has been placed in me and 
feel privileged to have the opportunity to serve the 
community of East Bridgewater as Superintendent of Schools.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of 
special services to East Bridgewater students. During the 
1995-96 school year, approximately 350 students were served 
through various special education programs. Of this number, 
over 91% were served within our own classrooms and programs. 
We continued to focus on delivery of services within the 
regular education classroom whenever possible. This 
emphasis applied both to the special education services and 
to the remedial education services that took place through 
the Title I program. Students have access to a broader 
range of knowledge and feel better accepted socially when 
they remain within the regular education setting rather than 
being pulled out for special or remedial services. 


At the Central School, we continued to have a fully 
integrated special services delivery model. In this model 
the students remain in their regular classrooms while 
receiving help from the special needs staff. This model has 
been very successful in helping students to retain their 
self esteem while coping with learning problems. The fact 
that it works so well is a credit to the regular and special 
education teachers involved and to the many aides who help 
carry out the program. 


Our preschool program enrollment continued to require two 
sessions per day. Because of this program we were able to 
meet the needs of all of our preschool special needs 
students here within our own district. The preschool 
program is also an integrated program as are the other 
elementary special education programs. At the preschool 
level this means that non-disabled students are recruited 
from the preschool population of the town. These children 
then serve as models and peers for the special education 
preschool aged children. As a result, all of the children 
learn that everyone is valued in spite of their differences. 


The Early Childhood Advisory Council remained very active 
during the year. They sponsored a workshop on inclusion of 
special education students into regular education 
classrooms. They also produced three news letters during 
the year which focussed on young children and described 
normal development, activities parents could try, safety

issues, and other articles of interest to the parents of 
young children. The council also worked jointly with the 
Special Education Parent Advisory Council to produce a float 
for the “Christmas on the Common” parade. The theme for the 
float and for the entire year was one of celebrating our 
differences. 


At the Middle School, special services were again provided 
through a combination of mainstreaming and pull-out programs 
based on the strengths and needs of the students. In 
addition, a substantially separate program continued to meet 
the needs of students who required more intensive academic 
help than could be otherwise provided. A program for 
students with behavioral concerns which had been open only 
to special education students was broadened on a trial basis 
to include both special education and regular education 
students. This seemed to be very successful and will 
probably be recommended to remain a regular education option 
in the future. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to 
students with special needs through highly individualized 
instruction. As at the other schools, this instruction was 
supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive physical 
education services where necessary. An increasing movement 
toward collaboration between special education and regular 
education continued to be demonstrated through co-teaching 
efforts between the special education teachers and some of 
the English teachers. 


Under the leadership of new chairpersons, Mrs. Carol Joy and 
Mrs. Karen Lynch, the Special Education Parent Advisory 
Council had another very active year. They sponsored 
workshops on a variety of topics of interest to parents and 
also sponsored a puppet show for students at the Central 
School which helped educate the children on the acceptance 
of diversity and of people with special challenges. They 
hope to provide similar programs for students in the future. 


In the area of health services, we continued to implement 
health education programs at each school. At the Central 
School students at all grade levels, K through 4, learned 
about staying well through The Great Body Shop curriculum. 
They were instructed by their classroom teachers with help 
from Health Specialist Beth Hutchins. At the Middle School, 
the health educator, Ms. Donna Harmon, brought health 
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education to all students in grades 5 through 7. At the 
High School, health education continued to be taught to 9th 
and 10th grade students by Ms. Judy Kraemer. Additional 
special health programs, which were coordinated by Miss 
Hutchins, were also presented to students at the High School 
so that students at all grade levels received some health 
education. 


Fiscal year 1996 saw yet another decline in terms of grant 
monies received. Total grant funding for the year amounted 
to $309,247. This was an decrease of $43,115 from grant 
funding in FY’95 which had amounted to $352,362. Still, we 
were able to use the available funds most effectively. 


During Fiscal ‘96 grant funds were used to provide drug 
abuse prevention education and services; to purchase 
computers for the High School; to hire aides to implement 
the integrated special education services at the elementary 
and middle school levels; to hire a teacher to help with the 
remediation of reading at the Middle School; to contract for 
physical and occupational therapy services for the preschool 
and Kindergarten; to hire a part time Early Childhood 
Coordinator and a part time preschool teacher; to provide 
extensive staff training in the areas of math and science; 
to hire a health specialist and health educator and provide 
special health programs; and to form study groups to 
examine the new state-wide curriculum frameworks. 


In summary, the 1995-96 school year was a very active and 
productive one in the area of pupil personnel services. The 
staff continues to be outstanding and commendable in their 
energy and dedication to meeting the needs of all of the 
students of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 
Dear Dr. Riordan: 
It is with pleasure that I submit the Annual Report for 1996 


as Principal of the Central School. The enrollment, as of 
October 1, 1996, is compared below to previous years.

The East Bridgewater educational philosophy guides us in 
planning for over 1000 children in pre-school through grade 
four. “We Believe......The quality of our schools should be 
measured by the degree to which they successfully provide 
for the uniqueness of the individual learner by creating 
learning experiences which accommodate the variety of 
learning rates, learning styles and personal needs of our 
students within a spectrum of public school programs.” The 
major issue at Central School is overcrowding, which results 
in large class size at every grade level. We moved the 
kindergarten to the high school in 1989 and continue to 
utilize the gym for two classrooms and the cafeteria for 
physical education classes. Although the school is 
overcrowded, staff morale remains high, reflecting the 
teachers’ exceptional commitment and dedication to the 
children. The Middle School building addition will house 
the grade 4 classes next September. 


Mrs. Lorraine Pratt was appointed as the Acting Assistant 
Principal for the 1996-97 school year. She has 25 years of 
teaching experience at the Central School and earned a 
Masters Degree from Simmons College in 1994. Mrs. Maureen 
Tucker was appointed as the Math Specialist this year. She 
was formerly a grade one teacher here for six years. Mrs. 
Tucker is a graduate of Westfield State College and is 
currently enrolled in a Masters Degree program at Lesley 
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College, specializing in computers in education. Mrs. Erica 
Morrill, a graduate of the University of Toronto, is 
teaching first grade this year. Mrs. Morrill was a graduate 
assistant at Bridgewater State College teaching Internet 
workshops at the Moakley Center. A new teacher in grade 3 
this year is Mr. Charles Stephenson. He is a graduate of 
the University of Texas and is a veteran of the U.S. Marine 
Corps. He has a Masters Degree in Elementary Education fr 
Bridgewater State College. Mrs. Dianne Domer is teaching 
grade 2 on a provisional contract for Mrs. Pratt. Mrs. 
Domer is a graduate of Bowling Green State University and 
has been a Special Needs Aide here for a number of years. 
Ms. Rebecca Hobson was appointed as a part-time kindergarten 
teacher in late August due to the enrollment. Ms. Hobson 
has a Masters Degree in Early Childhood from Wheelock 
College. These teachers were all highly recommended by the 
screening teams of Central School teachers who reviewed 
their credentials, interviewed, then recommended them to the 
administration for final interviews. 


The basic foundation for each child’s educational success is 
established at the Central School. The teachers use the 
D.C. Heath Reading Program. This edition features a 
literature based, thematic curriculum that is highly 
motivational for the children. There is extensive use of 
tradebooks that are especially challenging for our 
exceptional readers. The Mathematics program features the 
Addison-Wesley math series that is based upon the National 
Council of Teachers of Mathematics standards. There is a 
computer in every classroom for individual instruction. 
The third and fourth grade children have more intensive 
computer work with the latest Macintosh computers with CD 
ROM. The Central School has a “Homepage” on the Internet 
that was developed by Mrs. Joanne McDonald, a grade two 
teacher. 


The pre-school program under the direction of Mrs. Marian 
Ferris is exemplary. This program was accredited by the 
NAEYC which is national recognition for excellence in Early 
Childhood Education. 


The Guidance Counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. 
Judith Sabin, are very much involved with student placement, 
special education testing, child abuse and neglect programs, 
along with crisis intervention situations. The counselors 
are an essential component in our communication between 
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teachers, students, and parents to assure the success of 
each child. Mrs. Southworth has indicated her intent to 
retire this year after 21 years of service. She has been a 
positive influence in the school and will be greatly missed 
by the teachers, parents, and students. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian, has a large 
annual circulation of books with this unique school/town 
library program. As well as having library once a week, the 
children receive special subject instruction on a weekly 
basis from Mrs. Katherine Douglas, art teacher; Mrs. Carolyn 
Post, physical education teacher; and Mrs. Maryanne Rebhan, 
music teacher. 


This year we have again seen positive community support and 
town department cooperation in many areas. Safety Officer 
Michael Kennedy has provided the DARE program, as well as 
teaching school bus evacuation, seat belt safety awareness, 
and child abuse prevention. He represents a very positive 
image of the Police Department for the children. 

Firefighter Edward Folloni visited every classroom this fall 
to talk about fire safety. Mr. Trudeau of the Highway 
Department is most cooperative with outside maintenance 
items on the playground. 


Mrs. Maureen Hanratty is responsible for the Parent 
Volunteer Program in the classrooms and with special events 
at school. She has been an enormous help in coordinating 
our important volunteer program. 


The Central School Council has been very active this year 
with Mrs. Joanne Benner, Co-Chair. The Council developed a 
School Improvement Plan and were instrumental in developing 
the FY ‘98 Budget presentation to the School Committee. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained 
by the head Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two 
men, Mr. Donald Alger and Mr. James Robak. They have a 
great deal of pride in the building which is obvious in the 
appearance of the school. In the cafeteria, Mrs. Jeanette 
O’Day and her workers prepare several hundred meals daily.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE GORDON W. 
MITCHELL MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Gordon W. 
Mitchell Middle School, the first time that this submission 
appears under this new name. The school was renamed this 
past June in honor of Gordon Mitchell, who retired as 
Superintendent of the East Bridgewater School System after 
twenty-eight years of dedicated service to the East 
Bridgewater school community. 


The December 1996 enrollment was 768 students. The 
following is the distribution of students by grade: 
Grade 5 181 Grade 7 197 
Grade 6 208 Grade 8 182 

TOTAL 768 Students 


This represents a net enrollment increase of 110 students 
in the total enrollment over the past five years. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee has 
primarily functioned as an overseer of the major 
construction work that has been ongoing since the 
groundbreaking that occurred in December 1995. This year’s 
harsh winter delayed the beginning of serious site work 
until March, but since that time there have been no 
interruptions in the construction schedule and the 
contractors maintain that occupancy of the new wing will 
be a reality in late February 1997. In new construction, 
there will be 12 regular classrooms; 4 science labs; 2 
Special Needs, 1 Collaborative and 1 Chapter One classrooms; 
as well as the following special purpose areas: a 
Library/Media Center, Auditorium, 2 Computer rooms, an 
Adaptive Physical Education room and a Health classroom. 
The Committee is in the process of furnishing all of the 
new space with suitable classroom furniture and specialized 
material or equipment where needed. They also began the 
process of wiring the new space in a way that will provide 
an infrastructure which will be capable of providing for the 
technological needs of the 21st century. There is no doubt 
that the new facilities will provide for all of the space 
and program needs of the 7th & 8th grades for many years, 
and that the years of planning and design were productive.

In preparation for the development of an Upper Elementary 
school in the renovated portion of the Middle School, an 
Upper Elementary Task Force was formed to insure that 
the transfer of the fourth grade from the Central School to 
the Middle School and its incorporation into a 4-6 grade 
level configuration would be accomplished smoothly. Twelve 
meetings were held in 1996, and the Task Force has laid the 
groundwork for its work this past year. After an initial 
organizational meeting, the group developed a list of 
concerns which would serve as the agenda for future 
meetings. They then studied the present program in Grades 
4-6, analyzing the curriculum, organization, communications, 
and support structures in place to serve these levels. Three 
sub groups visited elementary schools of similar design in 
Ashland, Holliston and Foxboro to see how the fourth grade 
was imcorporated into their educational setting. It was 
determined that the suggested 4-6 organization worked well 
in those communities, providing that the parents and school 
staff worked cooperatively in providing support for the 
students involved in the new school setting. The Task Force 
then worked on developing some initial recommendations for 
the transfer in September 1997, which are still in the 
process of being completed for submission to you, the 
Superintendent, for approval. This group has spent a great 
amount of time and energy in this endeavor, and I thank them 
for their efforts. Membership in the Upper Elementary 
Task Force includes:

In December, a screening team with representation from all 
elements of the Middle School community was involved in the 
process of interviewing candidates for the position of 
Assistant Principal for the Upper Elementary Wing. The 
Middle School Council had previously screened all of the 
applicants for the position and selected seven candidates 
for interviews. The successful candidate was Mrs. Patricia 
McCusker, a teacher in Grade 5. The Middle School is 
fortunate to have a person with her capabilities to assist 
in the transition phase of the Upper Elementary school, as 
well as aid in the supervision of a 1,000 pupil complex. 


The Middle School Professional Development Committee, made 
up of representatives from each teaching team, curriculum, 
and administration, plan and implement professional 
development activities during the year. The system-wide 
Professional Development theme for 1996 was Alternative 
Assessment. Teachers participated, system-wide, ina full 
day of assessment workshops in October, with follow-up 
inservice activities in December. A system-wide Study 
Group, composed of teachers from Central, Middle and High 
Schools, are developing examples of open-ended questions and 
scoring rubrics for a variety of subject areas and grade 
levels. This type of assessment is valuable for teachers in 
evaluating student learning and also is needed in order to 
prepare students for the new state-wide assessment tests, 
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which emphasize the ability to respond to open-ended 
questions. The Open-Ended Questions Study Group is funded 
by a grant from the Massachusetts Department of Education. 


During the spring of 1996, Middle School teachers 
participated with colleagues from Central and High Schools 
in system-wide Curriculum Frameworks Study Groups in the 
following areas: Science, Social Studies, cultural 
diversity, alternative assessment, physical education, 
technology education, and telecommunications. Participants 
examined existing programs and developed new curriculum 
which reflects the guidelines provided in the Massachusetts 
Curriculum Frameworks. The collegiality and sharing of 
information about curriculum and instruction across 
disciplines and grade levels are important benefits of the 
Study Groups. 


Through a combination of grant and in-house funds, Middle 
School teachers participated in summer curriculum 
development projects during the first week of July. 
Curriculum projects included the development of the 
following: literature units based on selected novels, 
school Homepages for the Internet, integrated language arts 
curriculum, real world math projects, math careers program, 
geography units on world cultures and problem solving using 
road maps, and an integrated earth/life science unit. 


Twenty-five 7th & 8th grade students and five staff members 
formed a Middle School World of Difference Team during 
1995-96. Team members attended a series of events in Boston 
sponsored by the Anti-Defamation League which focused on 
ways to “make a difference” in the following areas: 
respecting people’s differences, stopping violence, and 
stopping prejudice and discrimination. The stated purpose 
of the World of Difference Team is to increase awareness 
about these issues in the school and community. In May, the 
Team sponsored a special assembly program for eighth grade 
students and teachers. The featured performers were “Voices 
N Blue,” a group of five Boston Police Officers who compose 
and perform songs that address issues of stereotyping, 
prejudice, discrimination, and the need to respect 
differences. Following the assembly, members of the World 
of Difference Team and the Voices N Blue Officers visited 
each 8th grade classroom for follow-up question and answer 
sessions. In June, Team members visited all Grade 5 Quest 
classes to present original skits showing different types of 
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prejudice and discrimination. Following the skits, Team 
members conducted discussion sessions with their fellow 
students. 


Fifth grade students participated in a Mock Trial Program 
sponsored by the Plymouth County District Attorney’s office 
during the Spring of 1996. The focus of the program is on 
drug and alcohol prevention by reinforcing lessons learned 
through the D.A.R.E. program, placing emphasis on legal 
consequences to be expected if bad choices are made. The 
program included two educational sessions and culminated in 
a mock trial. Fifth grade students participated in the 
trial, acting as defendants and court officers, along with 
representatives from the District Attorney’s office, who 
played the roles of judge and defense attorney. District 
Attorney Michael J. Sullivan took the role of prosecuting 
attorney. The remaining students acted as the jury. The 
program was planned collaboratively between members of the 
school staff, East Bridgewater Police Department, and the 
District Attorney’s office. 


The Middle School Drama Club Masque Players, in 
association with the East Bridgewater Police Department D. 
A. R. E. program, presented the play, Addict, in April. 
Addict is a realistic and moving play about the lives of 
ten teenagers who are substance abusers. 


Eighth grader, Kelly Cobb, school- winner of the Scripps 
Howard National Spelling Bee sponsored by The Standard- 
Times, represented the Middle School at the Regional 
Spelling Bee held at Dartmouth High School in April. 


Middle School students participating in the New England 
Mathematics League competition placed among the top 
scorers in Plymouth County. In the 8th grade contest, the 
Middle School had the distinction of placing second among 
the top five highest ranked schools in Plymouth County. 
Individual recognition for high scores also went to Matt 
Tobolski, Grade 7; David Littlejohn and Michael Silvia, 
Grade 8. 


Eighth grader, Thomas Duquette, was the winner of the 
National Geography Bee School Finals in December. 
Results of a written qualifying examination will determine 
whether he will be eligible to participate in the state 
level competition in the Spring of 1997. 
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The cultural and curriculum enrichment programs sponsored 
during 1996 by the Middle School Parents & Teachers for 
the Arts included: Native American Day (an annual event), 
Underground Railway Theater: Harriet Tubman, Taino: Rain 
Forest, Ben Franklin, Inca Son: Music of the Peruvian 
Andes, and Jungle Talk: Rain Forest Animals. Funding from 
the annual Middle School Fall Fundraiser supports all of the 
programs. Grant funding from the East Bridgewater and 
Massachusetts Cultural Councils partially supported the 
Underground Railway Theater and Inca Son programs. 


Mrs. Michelle Stephen, a grade 5 teacher, received the 
Educator of the Year Award presented by the national 
DARE Association. This was a very significant honor and 
was well deserved. Mrs. Stephen has been actively involved 
in the DARE program since its inception here in East 
Bridgewater, and has also served as the Educational 
Consultant to the Massachusetts State DARE Association Board 
of Directors. 


The Parent Volunteer program was coordinated by Mrs. 
Linda Gilbertson, and the staff wishes to thank her and all 
the parent volunteers who gave their time assisting in many 
worthwhile student activities which would not have occurred 
without their help. 


In closing, let me also thank the entire Middle School staff 
for their efforts. Teachers, custodians, cafeteria workers, 
secretaries, aides, counselors, support staff and 
administrators all contribute equally to the success of our 
school, for they all play a vital role in delivering the 
educational services needed and deserved by Middle School 
students. Dr. Riordan, you and your staff have been of 
great assistance in the work associated with the building 
project. Finally, I would once again like to thank Mr. 
Gordon Mitchell for all of his support, direction, and 
advice over the twenty-eight years of our professional and 
personal relationship. He is a man truly dedicated to the 
best interests of the youth of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
Dear Dr. Riordan, 


I am very pleased and proud to submit the annual report of 
the High School for the year 1996. We welcomed our new 
Superintendent Dr. Judith A. Riordan, whose slogan for the 
year “New Beginnings and High Expectations” proved to be 
most prophetic. Dr. Riordan’s twenty years of leadership 
administering the High School provided us a solid foundation 
to begin the year. Under her direction we made great 
strides working in partnership with the Central and Middle 
Schools to truly operationalize the systemwide Mission 
Statement which states: Our mission is to promote a 
collaborative effort among school, home, and community that 
will develop the highest levels of respect, self-esteem, 
responsibility, and lifelong learning in all. This Mission 
Statement had been recently formulated with much input from 
faculty, students, parents and the community, and under the 
wise guidance of our highly esteemed retiring superintendent 
of twenty-one years, Gordon Mitchell, whose enlightened 
vision will continue to have a positive impact as we move 
toward the 21st century. 


First and foremost, personnel changes have had a significant 
impact on the High School. Under the wise leadership of Mr. 
Mitchell and Dr. Riordan and the assistance of a highly 
capable and professional staff, our administrative 
transition was as smooth as can be expected when two leaders 
of such distinction move on. After eight years as an 
assistant, I was given the honor and privilege of succeeding 
Dr. Riordan as Principal. An extensive search process was 
conducted by an exceptional Selection Committee that 
thoroughly screened approximately 50 candidates from which 
11 were selected for intensive interviews. A similar 
process, led by an equally distinguished selection 
committee, chose Mr. Harry J. Levine as Assistant Principal 
from a field of many highly competent candidates after an 
exhaustive screening and interview process. A highly 
experienced and capable administrator with over twenty years 
experience as Principal, Assistant Principal and teacher in 
three school systems, Mr. Levine provided tremendous 
expertise in getting the school year off to a very smooth 
start. He has made many extraordinary contributions and has 
had a significant impact in this highly challenging and 
demanding position in a relatively short time. 
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Mrs. Kristine Nash, an exceptional teacher and educational 
leader with twenty-seven years of distinguished service to 
the high school, resigned late in the summer to take on the 
assistant principalship at Middleboro High School. Her many 
contributions to the school are deeply appreciated, and we 
wish her well as she brings her many talents and abilities 
to the field of school administration. 


Mr. Michael Dunphy, who came to us eight years ago as a 
member of the English Department, took over Mrs. Nash’s 
assignments. Mr. Dunphy has been an exceptional English 
teacher in his nearly quarter of a century in education. 
However, in recent years his versatility to teach Math and 
Social Studies, as well as English, resulted in his teaching 
courses in those areas temporarily relieving a shortage of 
teachers in those departments. 


In Mr. Dunphy’s place we began the year with Mr. John Lyons 
as a substitute. A highly experienced former teacher who 
sought to reenter the profession, he showed great promise as 
a possible replacement for Mr. Dunphy. However, an 
unexpected turn of events necessitated a family relocation 
out of state and, regretfully, Mr. Lyons withdrew his 
candidacy. Teaching courses in three very different areas 
made the search process for this position a most difficult 
one, especially since the school year had already begun. 
After an extensive search, a highly esteemed selection 
committee chose one of the most promising young educators we 
have had, Mr. Curtis Shippee, for the position. Mr. 
Shippee, who has provided us with a great deal of assistance 
as a student teacher, substitute and teacher aide, has 
already proven to be a wise choice for this extremely 
demanding position in the short time since he was appointed. 
However, this change required us to find a replacement for 
Mr. Shippee as an aide to Mrs. Miller, Student Support 
Specialist. We were fortunate to find Mr. Mark Henderson, a 
certified teacher with a Master’s Degree and numerous 
relevant experiences in education to fill this position. 


Mrs. Carol Jones recently resigned in her second year as 
Teachers’ Aide in order to pursue experiences which would be 
more advantageous to her goal of reentering the teaching 
profession. In addition to most capably serving as an Aide, 
Mrs. Jones has for many years served in leadership roles in 
the Music Parents organization and as a highly valuable 
parent volunteer. Mrs. Maureen Hill was selected to fill 
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this position. Mrs. Hill has had various relevant work and 
educational experiences that will make her extremely able to 
serve in this role. She too has been an active parent 
volunteer who has been a leader of the Sports Parents for 
many years and is very knowledgeable of the school’s 
operation. 


Mr. Harry Amadea plans to retire at the end of the school 
year. Mr. Amadea has served for many years as an 
exceptional custodian and head custodian. He is highly 
respected for his many contributions and for being the 
epitome of a gentleman and public servant in the example 
that he has always set. He will be deeply missed. 


Mrs. Donna D’Agostino resigned from her position as a 
cafeteria worker after several years of distinguished 
service. Substitute cafeteria workers: Mrs. Ellen Guerra and 
Mrs. Jeannine Peterson were hired as part-time employees and 
have performed admirably in their new positions. 


On a sad note we began the school year with a great loss. 
Mr. Richard Durante, who worked with us for several years as 
an exemplary full-time and substitute custodian, passed away 
after suffering a heart attack at school in August. We 
continue to miss Dick and extend our sympathy to his wife 
Jeanne who continues her longtime service to our school 
community as a Special Needs Aide. 


Last, but certainly not least, in terms of personnel changes 
was the retirement of our outstanding Art teacher of many 
years, Mrs. Judith Weyand. Mrs. Weyand’s contributions to 
Art in the school and in the community are legendary. Mrs. 
Weyand’s example as a teacher, Art Club and AFS advisor, 
member of many important committees, educational leader and 
as a person of the highest standards has been inspirational. 
We wish her well. She will be succeeded by Mrs. Carolyn 
Barnes, who was selected after a careful screening by a 
prestigious selection committee that interviewed thirteen 
excellent candidates. Mrs. Barnes comes to us with an 
extraordinary educational and experiential background in 
Art, as well as, impeccable references. We welcome her to 
our learning community and look forward to working with her. 


We began the high school year with the continuing small but 
steady increase of students that we have experienced in 
recent years. As of the official October 1 enrollment, we 
had 616 students, eleven more than in the previous year. 
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The breakdown by grade and gender is as follows:

We expect our enrollment to continue to grow, and 
projections are that we will have an increase of more than 
fifty students over the course of the next two years. 


The implementation of Block Scheduling took place this year. 
This restructures the school day into longer class periods 
of 86 minutes. We believe that this longer period concept 
will offer many advantages for students. With the Block 
Schedule, students can take 3-4 classes per semester. Thus, 
a student can take more courses in a year but will be 
studying fewer courses at any one time. This could mean as 
much as one additional semester of courses in the four years 
of high school time and should provide more learning 
opportunities. The longer period structure will also 
include more student centered instruction, active learning 
(more hands-on learning), alternative assessment, 
interdisciplinary study and application of learned knowledge 
and skills. Awareness of the different learning styles of 
students and teaching with these in mind is also an 
objective of the Block Schedule and the restructured school 
day. A variety of professional development experiences took 
place to prepare our faculty including a course “Surviving 
and Thriving in Extended Instructional Periods” which was 
attended by 33 of our teachers. 


The High School was evaluated by the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges in November, 1996. This evaluation 
process takes place every ten years, and the accreditation 
of the High School is dependent upon satisfactory results of 
the NEASC evaluation process. Much time was spent by 
faculty during the 1995-96 school year preparing the self- 
evaluation reports that are a major component of the 
evaluation. In addition, much time was spent this Fall in 
planning and preparation for the Evaluation itself. The New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges sent a team of 
14 educators to the school from November 17-20, 1996. This 
team will submit a report to the NEASC, to the High School 
and to the School Committee soon. The results, 
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recommendations and commendations of the report will be 
shared with the community, and a follow-up process to 
implement the necessary recommendations will take place. 
There is every reason to assume that there will be strong 
recommendations regarding the need for staff, media 
personnel, technology equipment, student support services 
and curriculum expansion. The Library and Media Technology 
Report was especially difficult for the sub-committee to 
prepare because of the unique library status and because 
there is no school media center. We are very appreciative 
of the commitment demonstrated to this process by all of our 
faculty and especially the time and effort of the 
chairpersons, Mrs. Leanna Russell and Mrs. Kristine Nash, 
prior to her departure, and the members of the steering 
committee. 


As the High School expands learning opportunities for the 
students and as our enrollment grows by the projected 10%, 
there will be a need for classroom space and increased 
staff, particularly if we are to meet the requirements of 
Educational Reform. This makes the concern for much needed 
kindergarten space even more acute. We will need teachers 
in English, Business, Music, Art, Phys. Ed./Health, Math, 
Science, Technology, Social Studies and Foreign Language. 
While much has been accomplished in our technology program, 
especially our recent. connection to the Internet and the 
creation of our own East Bridgewater High School Web Page, 
the High School also needs to expand its computer 
capabilities and computer access for all students on a 
regular basis. Many of our computers are old and thus not 
able to run the software that is now available for 
instructional purposes. There are also many building 
maintenance concerns, especially roofs, lockers, doors, 
heating system and floor tiles, that have been deferred 
because of budget constraints. Many of these will have to 
be addressed in the very near future. 


While funding and resources are a very real concern, East 
Bridgewater High School continues to provide a quality 
educational experience. Our strengths are in the overall 
motivation and commitment of our students and staff. There 
is a positive learning climate that is demonstrated in the 
excellent rapport between students and teachers. Over 80% of 
the Class of 1996 went on to some form of higher education. 
Our graduates attain admission into the colleges and 
universities of their choice. Our alumni indicate that 
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their high school education prepared them for the | 
competitive study of higher education. Our graduates are 
accepted into prestigious schools and colleges and they are 
very successful as they begin in career fields. There is a 
plaque over our front doors that reads, “Through these doors 
pass the world’s best students.” We have every reason to 
believe this, since our student body, overall, continues to 
hold high standards, demonstrate responsibility and caring 
for others and pride in the school image and school 
performance. 


Our High School Council, established by the Ed. Reform 
legislation, has a very significant advisory role in regard 
to all high school programs and activities. The Council 
must review the budget and is responsible for the 
development and implementation of a School Improvement Plan 
that is filed with the Dept. of Education. Our Council has 
been extremely valuable in providing assistance, guidance 
and initiative as plans are developed and ideas tested. The 
School Improvement Plan for 1996-1997 includes not only 
monitoring and support for the NEASC Evaluation and Block 
Scheduling, but support for an in-school alternative 
program, review of the graduation requirements and weighted 
class rank, review of the changing need for Student Services 
and review of the High School administrative structure. The 
Council has instituted a High School Council Newsletter as 
part of the goal to extend communications in the community 
at large. The co-chairman of the High School Council, Jane 
Haines, is the editor of the Newsletter which is printed by 
the Viking Press. Other members of the Council are: 
community member Jean Eastman, parents Jane Haines (Co- 
chair), Dorothy Tully, Donald Nelson, and Beth Hayes, 
faculty Arthur Illsley, Vernon Post, and Jo-Ann O’Brien, 
students Lisa DiFalco, Elizabeth Farnham, James Gunderway-

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 


The School Food Service is pleased to submit its report for 
1996. The School Food Service under the capable management 
of its cafeteria personnel continues to offer updated menus 
providing nutritious noon day lunches to the students of 
East Bridgewater. The program meets the nutritional needs 
of its students while presenting food options which reflect 
the changes in the eating habits and food choices desired by 
many of the younger generation. The needs are met in part 
by having some of the government commodities put into items 
preferred by the students. The items such as chicken, beef 
and pork are processed into items like chicken nuggets, 
chicken patties, meatballs, pork patties and sausage. 

Cheese which is another commodity is used in another of our 
popular meals, pizza. Pizza is served daily at the Middle 
and High School and on Monday, Wednesday and Friday at the 
Central School. The students prefer the “fast food” type of 
menu over other more traditional types of meals. 


The charge for a full student lunch including dessert 
remains at $1.90 for the seventh year in a row. The sale of 
a-la-carte items, which supplements the program, has enabled 
the price of a student lunch to remain one of the lowest in 
the area. 


The cafeteria managers are to be commended for reducing the 
fat content in the school lunches while still meeting all of 
the Type A lunch guidelines. 


The School Lunch Program offers some limited commodities, as 
well as milk, to the kindergarten program, and supplies 
meals to senior citizens on a weekly basis at the Middle 
School. The High School cafeteria is also currently 
providing lunches for READS Academy, a collaborative program 
for students from East Bridgewater and surrounding towns, 
which is located on Pleasant Street. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the School Lunch 
Program Managers, Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, Central School; Mrs. 
Sophie Stec, Middle School; and Mrs. Kay Mormino, High 
School, and all the workers and substitutes at all the 
schools. A special thank you to Mrs. Jacqueline Edwards, 
Administrative Assistant to the Director, for her 
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outstanding work. Thanks also to Dr. Judith Riordan, 
Superintendent of Schools, and Principals Mr. Jack Collins, 
Mr. George Frye, and Mr. George Kelly and especially the 
students and parents without whom there would be no program.
